3. The UPHILL query was handled by CZ ZZ wbo visited UPHILL 

and was permitted to take a quick look at UPHILL internal report of tho Czech 
SW message which had been recovered from the dead drop on 7 February 1961 along 
with a payment of IM 300 for the agent. The message contained the following EEI'sr 

a. Gather information on Alijuex Handels 01BH of Munich, a firm which 
according to Munich files is active in East-West trade. 

b. Gather information on a certain SKRIVANEK whose full name, date and 
place of birth were also provided by the Czechs. 

c. Gather information on CA^ tp be residine in Munich 

at Friedehbeimerstr.lll* Specifically, Z]was to verify whether ^STONE-it 

®M11 lived- at tMs address — actually h e has moved to Hildebrandstr* l6 . as long 
ago as the autumn of 1957. Subject's current occupation was also to be established: 
was he pensioned or was he still working? Finally, XZ ZJ was told to come 

up- with as much detail as possible on 'CA.STONE-U's present manner of living both 
in his private and his public life. 

U. Confronted with tills Czech EBI on CASTONE-lj, we told UPHILL that subject 
WM still enroloyed by the Provost Marshal's office and that we had noAbbjection 
^ ^ were to attempt to fulfill the':Czeoh. request. We. did stipulate, 

howwer, that UPHILL, cl ear. with us any information their agent intends to pass 
to the StBe 'UHHXLL assured us that' they ..would honor our reQuest*. 

5p As f ar as CZ HI is concerned, his status in the double-agent operation 
in which he is involved is stiU unchanged. He still gets Czech EEIs deposited 
in dead-drops and he in turn sends his replies by the same channel. Jt is alleged 
that he has had no personal meeting with the StB since UPHILL took the case war. 

CZ ZD .is still working at RhGde and Schwarz Corap^ and, we are told by UPHILL 

that as yet the Czechs have not given the agent any' ^S jinyolvir^ .Ms emplcjyer. 

6, In MUNl4t622 we indicated that we thought the Czech interest, to 
CASTONE-U might well have been founded' in subject's sojourn in .Czechqslova^a 
from 19li2 to 19U5* During those years he was the Kriminalrat on the staff of 
the Chief of German Security Police to the. Prague area. The Czechs were interested 
enough in CASTONE-lj as late as 1952 to try to extradite him for war crimes.. 

Subject ws.vsprking for IRC at the time .and was sent to Salzburg on an. assignment. 

The Austrians arrested him on the basis of a Czech extradition request, . It 
was not until August 1952 that Subject finally was freed by the Austrians after 

narrowly- missing an unhappy return to- Czechoslovakia, 
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7, Besides this episode from his past which might have a bearing on the 

present matter, we are also aware that CIT HU almost surely spoken to 
his superiors at UPHILL about CASTONE-Uj in fact, some months afterf^ f 

began to work for UPHILL, he approached CASTONE-lj with a request for leads to 
positive Intelligence sources in the Vienna area* CZ. IZJ as, of course, 

a teammate of CASTONE-lt on th e old CASTONE "A" surveillance unit* d ~~7 
was terminated in June i960 and took a job with UPHILL shortly after, 

8, CASTONE-lt has had a lifelong career in the police and intelligence 
business and we have been aware that he maintains contact with a number of his 
old cronies* He often uses them for our advantage as a matter of . fact. Mindful 
of Subject's background and his habit of keeping in touch id th old professional 
friends, we have kept fairly close tabs on himj and his present case officer, 

CZ, ZD f has questioned him frequently about his relations with his 

old associates. We have even sturvellled him on one of his trips to Salzburg 
not long ago. It Is here that he often goes to meet with former police 
conpanlons. Subject was last LGFLUTTERed In November 19^7 and he Is scheduled 
fir another test at the present time. There are a number of reasons for our 
wanting to LCFLUTTER CASTONE-li at this particular timej these are apart from 
the episode involving ^ and Czech interest in Subject, but this occurence 

does give us further reason for going ahead with our plms and it also provides 
us vltli additional material for the test, 

9, Subject LCPLUTTERed 7 March. Results^ favorable.^ Details follow. 
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
